It is, we presame, universally’ ‘admitted that to 
touch at Portland is synonymous with being in- 
veigled into taking the Oregon roate, with all 
its detours, snows, delays, expenses, and discom- 
forts—that the: approaching tide of immigration 
will never break upon our shores unless provision 
is made for guiding it past that maelstrom. 
Upon this point we may safely assume that there 
exists a thorough'agreement in both Colonies. 
There is, however, another point respecting 
which there would not appear to be the same 
unanimity ; and although it is, in some réspects, 
of minor importance, yet it is an issue int which 
the people of thie Colony are vitally interested. 
We allude to the question as to whether Esqui- 
malt or New Westminster shall be the final ter- 
minus of the line of steamers ranniog to San 
Francisco i in the interests of these Colonies. We 
ave perfectly aware, both from the proverbial 
selfishness Of the people of Victoria and 
from the tone of the recent discassion 
in their Assembly, that any arrangement by 
which ocean steamers will extend their trips to 
this port is certain to evoke better oppésition 
from ® majority of those to whose hands the af- 
fairs of the Island are at present entrusted. In- 
deed, we are not sure that we would not be jus- 
tified in saying that, rather than have ocean 
steamers came on to here they would prefer: to 
dispense with them altogether. It is not our 
present purpose to expose the turpitude. of this 
policy of oar dog-in-the-manger neighbors, so 
much as to calmly consider the real merits of 
| the point at issue between the two Colonies, and

If 
ese Colonies would hope to succeed in establish- 
ing the Fraser River route as the highway to 
the Big Bend country it must be by taking a 
higher and broader view of the subject, totally 
har that selfish localism which would make 
unnecessary'kink in the now almost perfect 
chain of communication, in order that any par- 
ticular town may lay the miner or the trader to- 
der direct tribute; for, notwithstanding the bo- 
questionable bavdatves which this route pos- 
sesses over that through Oregon, it will be most 


fatal for us to “gross! y gape do,” a and expect those 
natural advantages to bring the trade this way. 
No, no. We shall néed them all, as a set off to 
the superior enterprige of our rivals; and it will 
only be by making the most of them, and by 
rendering them in any measure available, by 
supplying the remaining indispensible link of di- 
rect steam communication, that we have any 
right to hope for a successful issue. We put it, 
therefore, to the Government and the people of 
this Colony whether it would be right to enter 
into any arrangement with the neighboring Cul- 
ny, by which steamers, conjointly subsidized, 
will be prevented from coming up here, marely 
.to suit the convenien¢e of any company or ad- 
minister to the avaricious and inordinate selfish- 
ness of any one community? And we put it to 
the people of Vancouver Island whether it is fair 
or reasonable or decent to expect this Colony to 
assist in subsidizing a line of steamers to stop 
short at Victoria?’ We have neither the disposi- 
tion nor the right to object to the sister ‘Colony 
having her own line of steamers, any more than 
they have the right to object to British Columbia 
putting on a direct line altogether independent 
of them. But such a result would hardly appear 
te be compatible with the financial condition of 
Vancouver Island. The|sct of the Assembly in 
voting the paltry sum of $9000 for the purpose 
of subsidizing a line of steamers must be accept- 
ed as evidence at oned of| their poverty, and the 
absence of anything like f realizing sense of the 
magnitade of such an ‘ondertaking. It would 
not be too much for this Colony, considering its 
revenue, and the enormous interests at stake, to 
appropriate sixty or even one hundred thousand 
dollars, if need be, for the purpose of procuring a 
good line of steamers tv run direct to this port 
in time to secure the impending “rush.” But 
any adequate sum woald be altogether beyond 
the limited means of the neighboring : Colony. 
However disagreeable, the people of Victoria 
will, therefore, find it to be a stern necessity to 
act in conjunction with this Colony for the por- 
pose of obtaining one efficient line for the com- 
mon benefit of both, unless, indeed, they are pre- 
pared to act upon the desperate principle that, 
“’Tis better to rule in hell than serve in heaven,” 
and have really made up theit minds rather to do 
without direct commanication than become a 
party to any arrangeinent by which this Colony 
will get its legitimate rights, If our neighbors 
have brought themselves to accept an alternative 
so dreadful it will devolve apon onr Government 
to adopt the most prompt and effective measures 
for the early attainment, upon our oWn account, 
of a consummation sd essential to the prosperity 
of this Colony. i :
